Th* Chicago Inter-Ocean's Washing- 


ton special says: The opinion is gen- 
eral that Manning will not resume hia 
duties as Secretary of th* Treasury on 
account of hia shattered health. In con- 
sequence of this a successor for Man- 
ning has been discussed among Demo- 
cratic leaders, and it is intimated that 
the President has bad communication 
with Bandall and a few other confiden- 
tial friends on this subject. The names 
of Bandall and Scott of Pennsylvania 
have been mentioned in this connection 
about the Capital. Bandall baa the con- 
fidence of the President to a greater de- 
gree perhaps than any of the Democratic 
leaders outside of the Cabinet, bat Ban- 
dall would not accept the Treasury port- 
folio, preferring to remain in the House. 
Scott stands well with the President, 
and on fiscal questions is in full accord 
with the Administration. He would ac- 
cept the tender of the office, and his 
ability and experience would enable 
him to make an efficient head of th* 
Treasury Department. Many of thoss 
who .are close to the President, however, 
express tb* opinion that should Man- 
ling retire, Secretary Whitney will be 
ransferred to the Treasury and Scott or 
Hewitt of New York will succeed Whit- 
ley in the Navy Department. The fact 
hat the friends of Whitney speak of him 
as the probable successor of Manning is 
accepted as conclusive that the transfer 
would be agreeable to him. 


There has been no settlement of the 


differences between the transcontinental 
lines although negotiations have not 
beea abandoned.

panies probably would have no difficulty 
in completing an agreement, but tbe 
purpose of the present negotiations is 
to arrange terms with tbe Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company.

Administration has gone all to pieces 
since Manning was taken sick. There 
is BO Administration party in the South 
or elsewhere to hold votes away from 
Blaine in tbe National Convention. H<« 
will get a large vote from tbe South, and 
lie will get many more votes from New 
York State than ever before for the same 
reason. 


"The Indians decreasing in numbers? 


Certainly they are," remarked a well- 
informed official of the Indian Bureau 
in conversation npoath* subject. "The 
report of th* Commissioner for the list 
year shows that th*r* has b*«n a de- 
crease lino* the previous y«ar of near- 
ly 5,000. For instance, the total num- 
ber of Indians, according to tha tCom- 
missiouir'a report in 1894, was 264,369, 
and in 1885, 259,433. It there could be 
ncade an actual count of the Indians, th* 
numbers wonld be much less. We suc- 
ceeded in counting the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Indians recently and found 
that they nnmb»r*d two thousand less 
than tha estimate made by the lodges. 
The Indiana are superstitions about 
being counted, and besides Ibsy make 
mor* rations when a family of three get 
supplies for a family of five. An at- 
t*mpt to force an actual census wonld 
probably result in a war, and as -the 
same result is being ^gradually attained 
the authorities have never tried to com- 
pel tbe taking of the census. 
There 


are the Sioux Indians, f"r example. 
They have never been counted, and it 
probable that if an actual count was 
made their numbers, as now reported, 
would be reduced some 2,000. Tbe In- 
dians however, are dying out Tery rap- 
idly, and as tbe tribes grow fewer in 
number, the individuals become wealth- 
ier, and in the course of a few years the 
millionaires of tbe country will be found 
among the Indian tribes. 
They now 


control large tracts of land, which are 
becoming more valuable each year, and 
have besides trust funds in the Treasury 
amounting altogether to over a million 
of dollars. In addition the Government 
as shown in the Holmao report, appro- 
priates large u.nounts for their support 
yearly and provides schools for their 
children. Tbe Indians are being very 
well treated just now"
